Governor Urges Measure* to 
Permit Seizure of the 
Grand Trunk. 


Lansing, Mich., Jan. .30.—In a spe- 
cial message to the legislature yester- 
day Governor 
Sleeper urged 
serious 
consideration of the proposal of At- 
torney General 
Groesbeck 
for state 
ownership of the Michigan branch of 
the Grand Trunk railroad, as a club 
to be used in the collection of millions 
of dollars of unpaid taxes from that 
corporation. 


Although intimating that 
he 
does 
not favor 
"the abstract principle 
of 
state ownership of railroads," the gov- 
ernor flatly asserted his opinion that 
the day is past for any property to 
have special 
taxation 
privileges in 
Michigan. 


The message was the first that the 
new governor has sent to the legis- 
lature. 
With 
it he transmitted 
At- 
torney Groesbeck's 
draft of a 
pro- 
posed constitutional amendment, 
em- 
powering 
state 
ownership- 
of 
the 
Grand Trunk properties, and a joiftt 
resolution, 
drafted 
by the 
attorney, 
requiring the railroad 
to submit 
its 
valuation figures to the legislature by 
March 1. 


Has Spccial Charter. 


Operating under the terms"of an or- 
iginal charter, granted by the state in 
1834, the Michigan properties of the 
Grand Trunk have paid but 
$25,000 
annually in taxes to the state, where- 
as other roads, organized at a later 
period, have been taxed on a valua- 
tion basis. 


In his mCtesage the govei-nor said: 
"I do not wish it understood that I 
favor the abstract principle of state 
ownership of railroads. 
Yet. I do be- 
lieve that the state should put itself 
in such a position and. so fortify itself 
with laws that it can condemn 
and 
take over the properties of a railroad 
or any other public utility that defies 
the laws or persistently acts against 
the best interests of the state. 


"In other words, I am for putting 
the state on such a basis that it can 
regulate 
the 
I'ailroads 
rather 
than 
letting 
the 
railroads 
regulate 
the 
state."

More interesting- than the fact that Governor Goodrich has de- 
cided to delay until after the adjournment of the legislature his selec- 
tion of a successor to Ed\vin M. Lee, whom lie recently ejected in sum- 
mary fashion from the ])ublic service commission, is the fact that im- 
portant changes in the machinery of the commission are in contempla- 
tion. There is now in the house a bill by Representative Behmer to in- 
crease the membcrsliip of the commission from five to six members and 
a realignment of the duties tn the end that three of the six mem-bers 
may devote their attention exclusively to the problems of the rail- 
roads, express companies and related utilities. 
The remaining three 
members, under the plan, would devote their time to questions involv- 
ing such utilities as the water, gas and electric companies of the state. 
It is noted, also, that the proposed reduction in salaries from $6,000 to 
$5,000 per year, does not increase the cost of the commission to the 
state. 


Other things being equal, we think much more efficient service is 
to be reasonably expected from the specialized plan of dealing Avith 
the commission problems than under a program which keeps the com- 
mission members^turning from this to that without opportunity to dig 
any too deeply into cither. It will be agreed, too, that there is ample 
field for devoting, with profit to the state, the exclusive attention of a 
section of the commission to the railroad problems. 
They are big 
enough to occupy it, and the water, gas, electricity and other utilities 
are sufficient to keep another section busy. The outcome is more than 
likely to be an improvement in Uie handling of both phases of the 
commission's duties. The scheme looks like an excellent one, and it is 
encouraging to note that it appears to be gaining marked favor among 
the legislators who must pass on it. 


The extrem^eiy close political division in the Indiana state senate 
and the luiusuaUy important questrions confronting the present legis- 
lature serve to iirvest with extraor'3inary interest the choice of a joint 
senator for Noble, Lagrange and ii^euben counties to succeed the late 
]3r. W. T. Green, of Aliuon. The district is normally heavily repub- 
lican—Senator Green's majority leaving been something like 2,000 
votes—and .yet the attitude of the democrats in those three counties 
indicates that they believe victory neither impossible nor improbable. 
They have nominated Willis A. Fox, instructor in the Tri-State col- 
lege at Angola, former srjiperiiitenderit of schools in Noble county and 
a thoroughly high-grade man in every way, on a platform which de- 
clares expressly and Kpecifically for state-wide prohibitition, a consti- 
tutional convention and woman suffrage. They have drawn the is- 
sues squarely and courageously. j\I:r. Fox's opponent is C. J. Munton, 
of Kendallville, general manager of the Fort Wayne and Northwestern 
interurban line. In the brief inteii*\'al of one week that is to elapse 
before the special election. Noble Lagrange and Steuben counties are 
expected to see some lively campaigning. 


There are critics of the administration Mexican policy who pro- 
fess to believe the withdrawal of General Pershing's army from Mex- 
ican, soil will be hailed in Mexico as a manifest indication of cowardice 
on the part of the ''gringoes," and that it is certain to be followed by 
renewal of the outlawry that provoked the sending of the punitive ex- 
pedition into that bandit-infested land. Perhaps. Yet there are some 
elements in the case which even the effervescent Mexican should be 
able to see. The expedition scattered the bandits and its presence was 
sufficient to maintain order in the region it occupied. Quietude follow- 
ed not because the bandits were disposed to quietude, but because they 
could not escape a wholesonie respect for American soldiery. Instead 
of the withdrawal diminisMng respect for American power, it is al- 
together probable that it has left a new conception of its strength. The 
Mexican is foolhardy and unreasonable and undependable in many 
-v^jays, but he cannot be utterly blind to all of the entirely obvious 
phases of this situation. 


Charles A. Bookwalter has thrown his hat into the ring as a can- 
didate for the republican nomination for mayor of Indianapolis in a 
defi of the machine which he says is seeking to dictate republican 
tickets in Marion county as far ahead as 1920. Lew Shank is after the 
same honor as the self-anointed àpostle of the common pec-pul, while 
Mr. Jewett has come forward as the business man's candidate. Noth- 
ing now appears to be lacking except some candidate who will admit 
he Is "willing to save he Indianapolis republicans from themselves. 


Washington business men are reported to be reluctant about put- 
ting up money to finance the spectacular features of the inauguration 
blow-out because the elimination of the inaugural ball four years ago 
left them "holding the bag" with no chance for getting their money 
back from the throngs of visitors who come to witness the inaugura- 
tion festivities. And somehow, we think, the rest of the country will 
have difficulty in working up much worry about that. 


And along with the argument over a new constitution for In- 
diana, it is to be noted that Ohio's achievement in this line a year or 
two ago was both a glowing success and a gigantic fizzle, depending 
entirely on whether the speaker for the moment is for the change in 
Indiana or "ferninsf'it. The man who can't find an opinion on tWs 
thing to suit him is mighty difficult to please.

iyRMEN IN ARMIES 
A » THRILLS 


Laconic Message May Dis- 
pose of Day Fun of 
Activity. 


With the Bi'itish Armies In France, 
Jan. 10.— (Correspondence of The As- 
sociated Press.)—The 
announcement 
that 
"Improved 
weather 
conditions 
permitted 
increased 
aerial 
activity 
along the entire front" is the laconic 
and prosaic way in which the official 
communique dismisses some 
of 
the 
most spectacular episodes of the war. 


To those who have once witnessed 
this "increased aerial activity" such an 
announcement conjures up at once a 
picture of countless aeroplanes in the 
air—scouting, fighting, diving, spin- 
ning, hovering over enemy targets and 
calmly 
sending 
wireless 
signals 
through the fountains of enemy fire, 
photographing the enemy lines, bomb- 
ing his ammùnition dumps and sheds 
and supply columns, 
and 
otherwise 
"can-ying on" in the sky in a manner 
wholly bewildering to the'onlooker but 
typifying in .supreme degree the indis- 
pensable part aviation is playing in this 
war. 


With a candor often uncommon in 
time of strife, the British communique 
may end from day to day with the sim- 
ple statement that one or two or three 
or four ' of our machines have not re- 
turned." This means they have either 
been hit and forced to land in the 
enemy lines, or have been shot down 
to a fate more certain. 
It is no child's 
play to circle above a German bat- 
tery observing for half an hour or 
more, tortured by exploding shells and 
black shrapnel puffballs coming near- 
er like the extending finder tips of some 
hand of death. 
But they are 
little 
more than children—these mere boys 
who are bringing the lustre of ever- 
lasting fame to the British 
aviation 
service. 
Some are scarce eighteen. 
It 
is rare to find a flying man over twenty- 
five. 


In the aggregate, howevei*, the losses 
in the flying corps are as nothing com- 
pared with the useful and vital work 
the "wings" accomplish. Without them 
the big guns would have no far-seeing 
eyes to correct their shells. 
Without 
them and the hundreds of photographs 
they daily take the mapmàkers could 
not trace each detail of the trench po- 
sitions. Without them the generfti staff 
could not accurately know just what 
is going on by day and night behind 
the enemy lines. 
Without them mod- 
ern war would lose its most fascinat- 
iing phase. 


The "good flying" of a single day on 
the British front alone may represent 
a day of a hundred fights, a day of four 
score aeroplanes in wing-to-wing com- 
bat—a day of a thousand personal in- 
cidents and deeds of daring in the once 
strange strata of high thin air.

Willis F. Gross, C. S. B., m e m b e r of 
the board of lectureship of the Mother 
church, the First Church of

"It must be apparent to the one who

An Brroneous Belief.

Dust 
plants 
are 
micro-organisms. 
There are large numbers of minute or- 
ganisms so small that they cannot be 
seen by the naked eye but require the 
aid of a powerful microscope to show 
their presence. 
Various names have 
been given 
to 
these 
minute living 
bodies, such 
as 
"germs" 
and 
"mi- 
crobes." 


Bacteria are carried on particles of 
dust, in liquids, and on the surface of 
fruits and vegetables as well as other 
articles of food exposed in the market. 
They may possibly find their way into 
the house by means of drains, 
and 
they are carried by insects. 
Normally, 
they are found in the air, in the soil, 
in watei", in food, in the mouth and the 
digestive tract, on the skin, under the 
nails, in the hair, in the clothing. 


The 
rapidity 
of 
reproduction 
de- 
pends on warmth, moi-sture. and food 
supply. 
Some species produce a new 
generation every half hour; thus a sin- 
gle bacterium, if its growth were to- 
tally 
unchecked, 
might 
become 
in 
twelve hours an ancestor of 16,000,000 
de.scendant.s. 


Molds also are micro-organisms. 
A 
colony of mold organisms growing on 
some substance forms a velvety pile 
having a dark center. 
We often see 
long threads budding jind 
branching 
to form a network over food. 
Each 


head produces thousands of dust-lik«» 
spores. 
Some molds grow with less 
moisture than is required for bacteria, 
and some 
flourish 
in the light. 
They 
are frequently found in bread, on meat, 
on leather and on sugai-y liquids. 


Mildew is a form of mold found on, 
moist clothes that have not been ex- 
posed to fresh air. 
Mustiness is an 
indication of mold. 
Ringworm is due 
to this species of organism which gets 
under the skin and causes inflamma- 
tion. 


A third kind 
of 
plant organism is 
often present in house dust. 
That or- 
ganism is yeast-which is also a single 
cell but which is reproduced by little 
buds that swell out f r o m the parent 
cell and m a y or may not break off later. 


The little yeast plant, although sc 
small and simple in structure, is en- 
dowed with many of the powers ol 
trees and vegetables and other higher 
plants. 
It requires food, has certain 
range of temperature in which it grows 
best, and is injured or killed by too 
high or too low temperature or by too 
little moisture. 


The work of the yeast plant in bread 
is to change the sugar in thé sponge 
into two substances, alcohol and a gas 
called carbon dioxid. 
The millions o£ 
little bubbles in 
the sponge 
cannot 
break through the stick gluten of the 
flour, 
so they raise the whole mass. 
When the bread is baked the gas ia 
dissipated, the gluten walls of these 
bubbles are hardened, and httle holes 
remain, filled with air only. 
The alco- 
hol is driven off by the heat. 


It is very difficult ' to keep 
weeds 
out of the vegetable garden 
because 
their seeds are carried to the soil in 
many ways. 
W h e n the weeds have 
sprouted or grown a little, they may 
be pulled up easily. 


In the bread garden we want only 
yeast to grow, but it is very difficult 
to insure its growth alone since In the 
bread garden neither tho good plants 
nor the bad weeds ever become visible. 


In no other way does household bac- 
teriology interest the housekeeper so 
much as when connected with the bak- 
ing of her bread.

In no hurry to have a report made. 


He said that the advo^tes of the 
bill are willing to wait a JWv^ days and 
he asked that no action .be taken by 
the committee until he is heard by it. 
The members of the committee pres- 
ent at the hearing yesterday after- 
noon were Senator Dobyns, chairman, 
and Senators Smith, Van Auken, 
Haz- 
en, Erskine and Kinder. 


At least three members of the com- 
mittee insisted, after the friends and 
opponents of the bill had been heard, 
that they were ready to vote on it and 
that they would like to have it report- 
ed. 
One senator said that he would 
like to have the bill reported to put 
an end to any suggestion that there 
was an effort or purpose to have it 
held up. 


Divided Report Likely. 


A divided report will be made on 
the bill in the senate, although it was 
not evident after the meeting yester- 
day afternoon whether a majority will 
favor or oppose it. 
The women repre- 
senting the legislative council pleaded 
eloquently and earnestly for a major- 
ity report that will give the bill a 
chance for a fair and general discus- 
sion on the floor of the senate. 


More than twenty-five well known 
women attended the meeting. 
All ex- 
cept Mrs. Lucius B. Swift were friends 
of the bill. 
Among those who spoke 
i jr it were the Rev. Frank L. Love- 
!and, the Rev. .John W. Duncan, the 
Rev. .1.

Mrs. Swift 
was the 
only speaker 
against the bill.

signed an anti-suffrage protest.

said that she never intended to sign a 
protest against giving a woman an op- 
portunity to render service to the na- 
tion.

gress because of its literacy test pro- 
vision. 


It was the second time that Presi- 
dent Wilson had vetoed ân immigra- 
tion bill because of the literacy test, 
and for the same reason similar meas- 
ures v.-ere given vetoes by Presidents 
Taft and Cleveland. 


The president's veto message to the 
house, in which the bill 
originated, 
follows: 


"I very much regret to return this 
bill without niy signature. 


Jjiteracy Test Radical. 


"In most of the provisions of the 
bill I should be very glad to concur, 
but I cannot rid myself of the con- 
viction that the literacy test consti- 
tutes a radical change in the policy 
of the nation which is not justified in 
principle. 


"It is not a test of character, of 
quality or 
of personal 
fitness, 
but 
would operate in most cases merely 
as a penalty for lack of opportunity 
in the country whence the alien seek- 
ing admission came. 
The opportunity 
to gain an educaiton is in many cases 
one of the chief opportunities sought 
by the immigrant in coming to the 
Uni'^ed States and our experience in 
the past has not been that the illiter- 
ate immigrant is as such «n undesir- 
able immigrant. 
Tests of quality and 
of purpose cannot be objected to on 
principle, but 
tests of 
opportunity 
surely may be. 


"Moreover, even if this test might 
be equitably insisted on, one of the 
exceptions proposed to its application 
involves a provision which might lead 
to very delicate and hazardous diplo- 
matic situations. 


Exempts Persecuted. 


"The bill exempts from the opera- 
tion of the literacy test 'all aliens who 
shall prove to the satisfaction of the 
proper immigration officer or to the 
secretary of labor that they are seek- 
ing admission to the United States to 
avoid 
religious 
persecution 
in 
the 
country of their last permanent resi- 
dence, whether such persecution 
be 
evidenced by overt acts or by laws or 
governmental regulations that discrim- 
inate against the alien or the race tb 
which he belongs because of his re- 
ligious faith.' 


"Such a provision, so applied and 
administered, would oblige the officer 
concerned in effect to pass judgment 
upon the laws and practices of a for- 
eign government and declare that they 
did or did not constitute 
religious 
persecution. 


"I dare say that these consequences 
were not in the minds of the pro- 
^ponents of this provision, but the pro- 
vision separately and in itself renders 
it unwise for me to give my assent to 
this legislation in its present form." 


When the message was read in the 
house it was ordered to lie on the 
table until 
Thursday 
morning, 
and 
champions of the bill began 
laying 
their plans for an effort to override 
the veto.

servation. 
She, with 
three 
other 
, women of Helsingfore, were arrested 
by Russian officials and spent 
m a n y 
days in jail. 


"Why 
w a s I arrested?" 
she ex- 
claimed. 
"I wish I knew. 
An appeal 
was made to Petrograd and a prompt 
reply came t h a t the arrests would be 
! investigated. 
The investigation h a s 
! continued for eight 
years, but t h e 
I mystery is still unexplained. 
I was re- 
I leased with one of t h e other women, 
' but the other two a r e now in Siberia. 


"Fifty-two of t h e leading judges of 
our courts a r e in Siberia charged with 
nothing more serious than 
deciding 
cases according to t h e Finnish law. 
More than half the editors of Finnish 
newspapers 
a r e in Siberia a n d all 
freedom of press and speech h a s been 
killed by t h e coneorship. 
B u t t h e 
greatest blow is the decree killing o u r 
educational system. 
T h e percentage 
of illiteracy in Finland is less 
t h a n 
2 per cent. 
B u t now Russia h M de- 
creed that our language even must be 
replaced by t h e Russian 
Janguage— 
this even in the p r i m a r j ' grades. Our 
nationality is to be wiped out. 


" W h e n t h e present w a r began Fin- 
land w a s in a condition of being t e m - 
porarily let alone. 
W e h a d suffered 
oppression but it h a d been somowhat 
abated. 
There were conferences as 
to whether Finland should take a n y 
p a r t in t h e w a r a n d immediately a f t e r 
the conferences a n imperial 
decree 
was issued f r o m Petrograd 
sweeping 
away every vestige of liberty or po- 
litical autonomy Finland h a d enjoyed. 
And I will pause to say t h a t in Fin- 
land we had women suffrage and pro- 
portional 
representation. 
I t was a 
very democratic, a very representative 
government. 
Now there is Russian 
terrorism. 


"There a r e deportations f r o m F i n - 
land. 
W e hear a great protest about 
the deportations of Belgians. 
Only a 
few days ago—I have sources of in- 
formation in spite of t h e censorship— 
the Russian ofEicials went t h r o u g h the 
factories and offices In 
Helsingfore 
picking out m e n a t random. 
They 
box cars—crowded aa close as they 
box cars—crowd« das close as they 
could stand, a n d taken 
somewhere— 
nobody knows where. 


"There a r e brutal killings of t h e 
men and women. 
Remember, t h e n a - 
tion is absolutely unarmed. 
Russian 
officials came and took every weapon 
and every cartridge when this oppres- 
sion first began several years ago. I 
was informed t h a t fifty women in m y 
city 
had recently 
suffered 
violent 
deaths a t the hands of t h e Russian 
officials. I asked a friend w h o is re- 
cently arrived f r o m Finland and she 
says I must revise t h e number. 
It 
is nearer Ave hundred. 


"I have a girl friend in Helingsfore 
who was forcibly seizd on t h street 
by officers f r o m a Russian ship, bun- 
dled into a taxicab and taken to t h e 
ship. ' T h i s girl was happily rescued. 
But another girl w h o w a s sitting on 
a 
park 
bench 
with h e r fiance w a s 
dragged off and her mutilated 
body 
was found t h e following day. H e r 
fiance 
was knocked on the head a n d 
is now in an insane asylum. 


"We hear in this country about t h e 
'birth of a new soul In Russia.' 
That 
is a joke. 
It is pleasant f o r those 
whose sympathies are strongly 
with 
the allies to believe that even Russia 
with her black past is now a white 
soul burning for frevoom. 
Do not be 
deceived. 
Russia ia Russian and the 
stream of patriots to Siberia is still 
unchecked. 


"Our little nations 
are 
helpless. 
We can do nothing for ourselves. That 
is why we are in the United 
States 
trying to tell our story—or Just a little 
part of our story, for the grewsome 
details cannot be told a n d t h e full 
story would be too long. B u t we hope

has been benefited hugely 
by the devastating war in 
Europe. The farmers have 
received 
unprececientcd 
prices for their 
products, 
especially live stock. 
The 
manufacturers have made 
i r t u n e s almost overnight. 
i3ut some one will 
lave to pay, some time—and in this payment 
imerica is expected to benefit. 


Taxation in Europe, in every nation that has 
lot been wiped off the map when the final set- 
lement comes, vnll be enormous. 
While 
fig- 
ires on the cost of the war are vague, they 
ire more reliable 
than 
when 
estimating 
tlie 
OSS of men. 
The sums, however, are so huge— 
md experts differ by several billions—that they 
tecome almost a junibJe of figures that mean 
ittle to the ordinary mind. 
Dr. Karl Helferich, 
wcretary of the imperial treasury of Germany, 


has estimated that the war is costing all of 
the combatants combined $375,000,000 a week, 
or $11,500,000.000 a year. 
William 
Michaelis, 
also a German expert, estimated the combined 
cost at .«15,000,000,000 a year. 
Even higher flg- 
ure.s have been given by others. 


There will be little to show for this money, 
except in American bank accounts and except 
for ruins in Europe, when the war is ended. 
The debts of the nations will have to be paid, 
and, no matter who wins and no matter what 
the Indemnities are or who gets them, 
some 
one in Europe will have to pay these debts. 
This will be done by taxation to a large extent, 
and it is the man of small means in Hungary, 
or the man in Rumania whose home could not 
be found amid the shell holes even if in the 
settlement of the war he still held title, or it 
will be the family in Poland whose home was 
burned hy the retreating Russians, who will 
have to meet the nation's obligations. 
Their 
sons, and their grandsons, probably, will still 
be meeting the dei)ts when they die of old age. 


Italy claims she has conquered 1200 square 
miles 
of 
territory. 
From 
Italy's 
viewpoint. 


this territory may in time pay for the 2170 fac- 
tories she now is working night and day making 
war materials to shoot away, but what is her 
gain 
will be some one else's loss. 
Perhaps 
Austria will pay the Italian freight in the lonji 
run, but it will be the Austrian who heretofore 
hardly more than made a living who "will, when 
peace 
comes, 
©at less 
expensive 
food, 
wear 
poorer clotliing, save more money to meet the 
taxation. 


If Austria turns the tables upon Italy, then 
it will be the Italian who must pay. 


American 
economists are awakening to the 
fact that when the war is over there will be a 
great 
flood 
of 
immigration 
Into 
the 
United 
States. 
The majority of men, women and chil- 
dren who will start over again In America will 
be those whose homes have heen 
destroyed, 
whose fortunes or livelihood have been wiped 
away, and who can see no future in the re- 
building of the territories ruined and can see 
no future to them personally In helping 
re- 
plenish the depleted treasure boxes of 
their 
native lands. 


Many will not come becajuse of their patriot* 
ism, if they still have a country to which they 
can be loyal. 
However, if Belgium is not re- 
stored, if Rumania no longer exists, if Greece 
is lost in the shuffle, if Serbia goes under 
a 
yoke that will be hated by the people, rather 
than help meet the debts of what they still will 
consider the enemy, hundreds of thousands will 
seek a solution in gaining the shores of Amer- 
ica. 


Emigration probably will be discouraged and 
even prohibited by some of the European na- 
tions. 
The 
British 
subjects will have 
their 
many colonies, and many of the allied ©mi- 
grants will go to them Instead of coming to the 
United States. 
To a vast majority, however, 
America has long been known as the land of 
milk ^nd honey and of liberty. 
Relatives came 
to the United States before the w a r and sent 
more money back home than the whole family 
could possibly earn in a year. 
When the de- 
pressing weight of meeting the levies comes 
these people are expected to turn their ©yes 
toward the lights of the Statue of Uberty, 


That 
the United States needs these 
immi- 
grants is shown in the "want a d " sections of 
nearly 
every 
metropolitan 
daily newspaper. 
Where a few years ago small advertisements 
asked for two Or three laborers, display adver- 
tisements are now being printed which almost 
beg for dozens, and offer attractive conditions. 
Here are two samples, picked at random from 
display advertisements in a Sunday edition. 


Ten girls to sew on collars. Steady 
work, good pay and good light. 


Men—To raise coal sides on new coal 
cars. Inside work. 


Girls—Girls wanted. Over 16 years 
old. To operate plain sewing machines 
on clothing. We will pay you $6 a 
week while learning. Steady employ- 
ment. 


We need girls—20 front makers, 
girls on collars, 25 gvls on cuffs, 20 
sleevemakers, 1 U. S. joiner. We have 
plenty of work and also will take girls 
to leam. We teach yon how to make 
money. 


The last advertisement was made by a St. 
Louis shirt manufacturer whose name is known 
throughout the United States. 
A lead company 
is advertising for laborers, white and 
negro, 
with this inducement: 


Special bonus paid for steady work- 
ers. 


A quarry needs 
fifteen 
laborers on one ad 
and 25 cents an hour is offered with a special 
bonus for steady workers. 


W h y is there a lack of unskilled workmen and 
women? There are several reasons given. One Is 
that Immigration has been the lowest for three 
years since 1899. Another reason is that wages 
have increased in certain lines of work 
that 
drew upon the unskilled labor supply. 


For the last two years such demands have 
been, made upon both state and private labor 
agencies that they have fallen behind with their 
orders. Most of the jobs that go begging for any 
great length of timo come under the heads of 
railroad construction, river improvement or f a r m 
labor. Usually it means hard, heavy work, but 
the demand has been growing until it has ex- 
ceeded the supply. 


As early as 1915 A. B. Koenig, proprietor of a 
labor agency in St. Louis, said that every man 
who applied for a job got it and that he could 
not supply the demands for farmhands. He said 
that In forty years of experience a s a labor 
agent he never saw railroad labor so scarce, and 
that the same statement applied to public work, 
such as doing river revetment and shore protec- 
tion work. He declared the same conditions pre- 
ralled In Kansas City, Chicago, St. Paul 
and 
other large cities, because he had tried in vain 
lo Import men. 


That was two years ago, and the conditions 
have gradually become worse—or, from the la- 
borer's viewpoint, better. Since that time labor, 
skilled and unskilled, although most of the Im- 
migrants are unskilled, has seen more advance 
in pay and more regulation of working hours 
than In history. 
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The greatest leap for labor since the 
war 
started was in the twelve months of 1916. One 
Illustration of this was an increase in salary of 
$1.50 weekly to 5000 brewery workers in St. 
Louis. 


Recently W. O. McNaughton, manager of a 
labor agency in St. Louis, said that it was men, 
not openings, that he was looking for. "We have 
openings today for 500 men," he asserted. 


Two thousand, five hundred and forty-six per- 
sons were placed in employment by the Public 
Employment Bureau of New York alone in 1916, 
according to a report just made, by that estab- 
lishment. 


There was a great falling off in immigration 
up to the beginning of. last year, but in the last 
twelve months it has been Increasing, according 
to this bureau. It showed that while four-fifths 
of its applicants were citizens, there were many 
Immigrants. Last October the immigration was 
double that of any month since the war began, 
the heaviest being from England. The number 
of African negroes coming in is the highest In 
the last ten years. 


This report also said that employers are show- 


ing a tendency to give old men the places ttt 
boys who run errands or watch outer offices. 
The economists encourage this, because m a n y of 
the boys will enter school, and at the same tlm« 
work is provided for men too old for heavy la- 
bor. It enables the boys to come back to work 
better prepared because of more schooling. Thé 
old men are found to be more reliable, mer* 
self-reliant and more thoughtful. 


Dr. Max Nordau, M. D.. LL. D., officer of th« 
French Academy and a writer of note, declare! 
that Europe's disaster is America's opportunity. 
He says that conditions after the w 
in Europ« 
ends will become so uncomfortable t h a t 
th« 
strong, the delicate and the proud will not b* 
willing to submit to them. He says they will en- ' 
deavor at all costs to escape the crushing bur- 
den of taxes, the poisoning of political life, tl|« 
national halfred, the obstacles put In the way of 
traveling and of obstacles which will often 
carried to the point of hostile interdiction.

"Our company received from Janu- 
ary 15 to 25, forty-one cars; from 
January 26 to 29, sixty-five cars, with 
125 cars in transit. 
Effect of order 
shows marked improvement and sharp 
decline 
in 
prices. 
This 
applies to 
Muncie only. 
Movements 
to 
other 
points equally as active." 


Statistical reports from carriers and 
the inspectors as to what is accom- 
plished by the order will be availa- 
ble later, according to Commissiorer 
James 
L. 
Clark. 
The commissioner 
said some complaint had been received 
from coal brokers over the reconsign- 
ment clauses in the order. 


That the railroads in the Chicago 
district in northern Indiana and those 
in 
and 
near Washington, Ind., ^re 
glutted with coal waiting to be de- 
livered to consignees are reports reach • 
ing the commission from both official 
and unofficial sources. A virtual block- 
ade has resulted. 
Other places, in a 
few instances, also are affected simi- 
larly. 
It is not known why this coal 
has not been placed on the market 
by dealers in northern Indiana cities 
and elsewhere, nor it is known if coal 
prices there have declined on account 
of the surplus. The blame for this con- 
dition falls squarely on the dealers, it 
is said.

In his appeal Gonzalez states 


Tinoco took control not by revolution, 
but by an act of treason.

sage explained that Gen. Tinoco had 
placed in command of troopa officers 
who .had joined him In the plot, re- 
moving from their pl?.ces all officers 
known to be loyal to Gonzalez. Tinoco 
remained in charge of the main force 
at the' barracks and sent his brother 
to demand the retirement from office 
of President Gonzalez.

Presi- 
dent Wilson's reason for disapproving 
the bill was conveyed yesterday in a 
message to the house expressing his 
conviction that the literacy test con- 
stitutes a radical change In the policy 
of the nation, which is not justified In 
principle. He added, "that it is not a 
test of character of quality, or of per- 
sonal fitness, but would operate in 
most cases merely as a penalty for 
lack of opportunity in the country 
from which the alien seeking citizen- 
ship came." 


This was the fourth time that an 


immigration bill has been vetoed be- 
cause of the literacy test feature. Pres- 
ident Wilson has exercised the veto 
privilege twice.

Economical Use Will 


Be Necessary. 


Amsterdam, Jan. 30.—-According to 


the Berlin Vorwaerts Adoplh Batocki, 
president of the food regulation board 
clearly indicated in a recent speech 
that the German food supply for the 
spring was very scanty and would re- 
quire the most careful distribution 
and economical use. Calculating po- 
tatoes in the value of wheat, he said 
that for the current year there were 
2,000,000 tans less ot both available 
for animal and human consumption 
than there was last year, and that 
owing to the prohibition of wheat for 
animal 
feeding this would greatly 


diminish the yield of animal products. 
Even turnips cannot now be used for 
animal fodder. 


Herr Batocki pointed out that im- 


ports from neutrals were a Blender 
factor in the, situation and that the 
assets gained in Rumania,, while val- 
uable, could improve condition* only 
gradually owing to transport difficul- 
ties. He defended the system of dis- 
tribution of food stuffs with the re- 
mark: "The scarcer the total quan- 
tity of supplies, the more necessary ia 
a system of management."

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The Public Service Commission. 


More interesting than the fact that Governor Goodrich has de- 


cided to delay until after the adjournment <>£ the legislature his selec- 
tion of a successor to Edwin M. Lee, whom lie recently ejected in sum- 
mary fashion from the public service commission, is the fact that im- 
portant changes in the machinery of the commission arc in contempla- 
tion. There is now in the house a bill by Representative Behmer to in- 
crease the membership of the commission from live to six members and 
a realignment of the duties to the cud that three of the six members 
may devote their attention exclusively to the problems of the rail- 
roads, express companies and related utilities. The remaining three 
members, under the plan, would devote their time to questions involv- 
ing such utilities, as the water, gas and electric companies of the state. 
It is noted, also, that the proposed reduction in salaries from $6,000 to 
$5,000 per year, does not increase the cost of the commission to the 
state. 


Other things being equal, we think much more efficient service is 


to be reasonably expected from the specialized plan of dealing with 
the commission problems than under a program which keeps the com- 
mission members turning from this to that without opportunity to dig 
any too deeply into either. It will be agreed, too, that there is ample 
field for devoting, with profit to the state, the exclusive attention of a 
section of the commission to the railroad problems.. They are big 
enough to occupy it, and the water, gas, electricity and other utilities 
are sufficient to keep another section busy. The outcome is more than 
likely to be an improvement in the handling of both phases of the 
commission's duties. The scheme looks like an excellent one, and it is 
encouraging to note that it appears to be gaining marked favor among 
the legislators who must pass on it. 


The extremely close political division in the Indiana state senate 


and the unusually important questions confronting the present legis- 
lature serve to invest 'with extraordinary interest the choice of a joint 
senator for Noble, Lagrango and Steuben counties to succeed the late 
Dr. W. T. Green, of Albion. The district, is normally heavily repub- 
lican—Senator Green's majority having been something like 2,000 
votes—and yet the attitude of the democrats in those three counties 
indicates that they believe victory neither impossible nor improbable. 
They have nominated Willis A. Fox, instructor in the Tri-State col- 
lege at Angola, former superintendent of schools in Noble county and 
a thoroughly high-grade man in every way, on a platform which de- 
clares expressly and specifically for state-wide prohibitition, a consti- 
tutional convention and worrum suffrage. They have drawn the is- 
sues squarely and courageously. Mr. Pox's opponent is C. ,T. Munton, 
of Kendallville, general manager of the Fort Wayne and Northwestern 
jnterurban line. In the brief interval of one week that is to elapse 
before the special election, Noble Lagrangc and Stcubcu counties are 
nxpected to see some lively campaigning. 


There are critics of the administration Mexican policy who pro- 


fess to believe the withdrawal of General Pershing's army from Mex- 
ican soil will be hailed in Mexico us a manifest indication of cowardice 
on the part of the "gringoes," and that it is certain to be followed by 
renewal of the outlawry that provoked the sending of the punitive ex- 
pedition into that bandit-infested land. Perhaps. Yet there are some 
elements in the case which even the effervescent Mexican should be 
able to see. The expedition scattered the bandits and its presence -was 
sufficient to maintain order in the region it occupied. Quietude follow- 
ed not because the bandits were disposed 1o quietude, but because they 
could not escape a wholesome respect for American soldiery. Instead 
of the withdrawal diminishing respect for American power, it is al- 
together probable that, it has left a new conception of its strength. The 
Mexican is foolhardy and unreasonable and unclependalilc in many 
ways, but he cannot be utterly blind to all of the entirely obvious 
phases of this situation. 


Charles A. Bookwalter has thrown his hat, into the ring as a can- 


didate for the republican nomination for mayor of Indianapolis in a 
defi of the machine which he says is seeking to dictate republican 
tickets in Marion county as far ahead as 1020. Lew Shank is after the 
.same honor as the self-anointed apostle of the common pce-pnl, while 
Mr. Jewelt has come forward as the business man's candidate. Noth- 
ing now appears to ho lacking except some candidate who will admit 
he is willing to savr .he Indianapolis republicans from themselves.

Echoes of Europe's war nave reached 


tho hidden valleys of the southern Ap- 
palachians, where Shakespeare's English 
is still spoken, and the pine -woods of 
Georgia and Florida, home of tho south- 
ern "cracker" and "poor white trash." 


The war has quickened the develop- 


ment of these people from a shiftless, 
thriftless farming folk into a working 
class of great reliability and awakened 
intelligence. 


Formerly regarded by dominant south- 


erners as "lower than the negro," the 
"cracker" is now showing the sturdy 
strain that lay beneath his unpromising 
surface—that stuff that produced, among 
others, Abraham Lincoln, whoso father 
was "white trash." 


Also, they are providing labor that 


may make the south an industrial region money tor i;< 
as busy as New England or the middle of posterity, 
cast. 


Formerly the prey of malaria and pel- 


lagra as they lived miserably on their 
almost unworkcd clearings, the "crack- 
ers" who have moved to the mill towns 
are becoming well nourished under steady 
employment and are developing into a 
new type of people. 


The antique speech of medieval Eng- 


land, spoken witn the drawl acquired by 
generations of sloth, is replaced by the 
soft, modern speech common to all other 
southern natives. 


Northern migration of the negro, who 


is taking the pin res left by Europeans 
who have returned to their homes or gone 
into better paid employment, has caused 
the poor whites to leave the faring in 
greater numbers to seek work in the 
cities. 


Thus the lands which they occupied 


are left 
deserted—a condition little 


worse than that under which they were 
tilled. For the "cracker" never was cut 
out for farm life, and the lands he has 
left now lie waiting fur other men to de- 
velop.

Laconic Message May Dis- 


pose of Day Full of 


Activity. 


With the British Armies In France, 


Jan. 10.—(Correspondence of The As- 
sociated Press.)—The announcement 
hat "Improved weather conditions 
permitted increased 
aerial 
activity 


along the entire front" Is the laconic 
and prosaic way In which the official 
communique dismisses some of the 
most spectacular episodes of the war. 


To those who have once witnessed 


Ilia "Increased aerial activity" such an 
announcement conjures up at once a 
picture of countless aeroplanes In tho 
air—scouting, lighting, diving, spin- 
ning, hovering over enemy targets and 
calmly 
sending 
wireless 
signals 


through the fountains of enemy flre, 
photographing the enemy lines, bomb- 
ng his ammunition dumps and sheds 
and supply columns, and otherwise 
'carrying on" In tho sky In a manner 
wholly bewildering to tho onlooker but 
typifying In supreme degree the indls- 
pcnsable part aviation Is playing in this 
war. 


With a candor often uncommon In 


:ime of strife, tho British communlqua 
may end from day to day with the slm- 
)le statement that one or two or three 
or four "of our machines have not re- 
:urned." This means they have either 
been hit and forced to land In th« 
enemy lines, or have been shot down 
to a fate more certain. It is no child's 
Ulay to circle above a German bat- 
tery observing.for half an hour or 
more, tortured by exploding shells and 
black shrapnel puftballs coming near- 
er like the extending finger tips of some 
hand of death. 
But they are little 


more than children—these mere boys 
who are bringing the lustre of ever- 
lasting fame to the British aviation 
service. Some are scarce eighteen, it 
,s rare to find a flying man over twenty- 
five. 


In the aggregate, however, the losses 


in the flying corps are as nothing com- 
pared with the useful and vital work 
the "wings" accomplish. Without them 
the big guns would have no far-seeing 
eyes to correct their shells. Without 
them and the hundreds of photographs 
they daily take the niapmakers could 
not trace each detail of the trench po- 
sitions. Without them the general staff 
could not accurately know just what 
is going on by day and night behind 
the enemy lines. Without them mod- 
ern war would lose its most fascinat- 
iing phase. 


The "good flying" of a single day on 


the British front alone may represent 
a day of a hundred fights, a day of lour 
score aeroplanes in wlng-to-wing com- 
bat—a clay of a thousand personal in- 
cidents and deeds of daring in the once 
strange strata of high thin air.

Willis F. Gross, C. 8. B., member of 


the board of lectureship of the Mother 
church, the First Church of Christ.

'Seek ye first the kingdom 
of Qod and his righteousness, and all 
these things shall bo added unto you,' 
was

teaching he left for all ages. 


"If mortals could comprehend even 


a. tithe of what Is included in this far- 
reaching statement of the great Teach- 
er, they would perceive that freedom, 
health, harmony—all good, is Included 
in the things that are to be added 
unto those who seek first the kingdom 
of God. 


"If human experience is not rightly 


interpreted, mortals would mako God 
responsible for niany things that are 
in no sense in accord with tho divine 
will. It is believed by many that sick- 
ness and suffering are sent by God, or 
at least divinely permitted. Accidents, 
adversities, calamities, various misfor- 
tunes are sometimes accepted as dis- 
pensations of Providence.

T)ust plants arc micro-organisms. 


There are largo numbers of minute or- 
ganisms so small that they cannot be 
.seen by the naked eye but require the 
aid of a powerful microscope to show 
their presence. 
Various names have 


beon given 
to 
those minute living 


bodies, such as "germs" and "mi- 
crobes." 


Bacteria are carrier! on particles of 


dust, in liquids, and on the surface of 
friiita and vegetables as well as other 
articles of food exposed in the market. 
They may possibly Mud their way into 
the house by means of drains. a,nd 
they arc carried by insects. Normally, 
they are found in the air, in the soil, 
in water, in food, in the mouth and the 
digestive tract, on the skin, under the 
nails, in the hair, in the clothing. 


The ra.pidity of reproduction de- 


pends on warmth, moisture, and food 
supply. Some species produce a new 
generation every half hour; thus .a sin- 
gle bacterium, if its growth were to- 
tally unchecked, might become in 
twelve hours an ancestor of 1C,000,000 
descendants. 


Molds also arc micro-organisms. A 


colony of mold organisms growing -on 
some substance forms a velvety pile 
having a dark center. We often see 
long threads budding and branching 
to form a network over food. 
Each 


head produces thousands of dust-Ilk* 
spores. 
Some molds grow with less 


moisture than IK required for bacteria, 
and some nourish in the light. They 
arc frequently found in bread, on meat, 
on leather and on sugary liquids. 


Mildew Is a form of mold found on 


moint clothes that have, not b«en ex- 
posed to fresh air. 
Mustlness Is an 


indication of mold. Ringworm is duo 
to this spocios of organism which gets 
under the skin and causes inflamma- 
tion. 


A third kind of plant organism li 


often present in house dust. That or- 
ganism is yeast which is also a slngla 
cell but which in reproduced by little 
buds that swell out from the parent 
cell and may or may not break off later. 


Tho little yeast plant, although so 


small and simple in structure, is en- 
dowed with many of tho powers ot 
trees and vegetables and other higher 
plants. It requires food, has certain 
range of temperature in which It grows 
best, and is injured or killed by too 
high or too low temperature or by too 
little moisture. 


The work of the yeast plant in bread 


is to change the sugar in the sponge 
into two substances, alcohol and a gag 
called carbon dioxid. The millions ot 
little bubbles in the sponge cannot 
break through tho stick gluten of tha 
flour, so they raise the whole'mass. 
When the bread is baked the gas la 
dissipated, the gluten walls of thesa 
bubbles are hardened, and little holes 
remain, filled with air only. The alco- 
hol is driven oft! by the heat. 


It is very difficult to keep weeds 


out of the vegetable garden because 
their seeds arc carried to the soil in 
many ways. 
When the weeds have 


sprouted or grown a little, they may 
be pulled up easily. 


In the bread garden we want only 


yeast to grow, but it is very difficult 
to insure its growth alone, since in tha 
bread garden neither the good plants 
nor tho bad weeds ever become visible. 


I n no other way does household bac- 


teriology interest the housekeeper so 
much as when connected with the bak- 
ing of her bread.

RUMANIAN TELLS OF BROKEN WAR PACT- 


SPIES POSED AS FRIENDS. 


San Francisco. Cal.T Jan. 30.—A se- 


cret conference in Bucharest at which 
Greece agreed to take tip arm* and 
Bulgaria pledged to quit her German 
alliance was a diplomatic move that 
preceded Rumania's entrance into the 
war. 


This new version was explained by 


Captain Paul Xegulesen, who landed 
here with hto wife on the way east to 
buy American ambulances for service 
In Rumania. . 


"Rumania. w«nt Into the war with 
her eyes open and with every plan 


Captain Pan! Negnlcsen and His Wife. 


laid," said Capt. Negulesen through an 
Interpreter. "There was a. secret con- 
ference at Bucharest with representa- 
tives of Greece and Bulgaria present. 
Greece agreed to throw an army to 
Rumania's aid and join the war. Al- 
ready Bulgaria had been friendly with 
us. Hundreds of her soldiers were 
crossing Into our country and taking 
places In our army. 
"Rumania arranged with Russian 


officials to keep the Germans busy in 
the north. Greece and Rumania were 
prepared to march on Transylvania. 


"Then the bubble burst. The friend- 


liness of Bulgaria was but a. German 
spy scheme. The soldiers had come 
over only to see what we were doing. 
When the time was ripe, Germany 
struck. That's the secret of Rumania's 
troubles."

Suffrage Bill in State 


Senate. 


Indianapolis. Jnd., Jan. 30.—Fol- 


lowing a meeting of the senate com- 
mittee on rights and privileges yes- 
terday afternoon. Senator M. H. Mas- 
ton, who introduced the limited suf- 
frage bill for tno legislative council 
of Indiana women, stated .that the 
committee is not trying to "smother" 
tho measure apd that Its friends are 
In no hurry to have a report made. 


He said that the advocates of the 


bill are willing to wait a few days and 
he asked that no action be taken by 
tho committee until he is heard by It. 
Tho members of tho committee pres- 
ent at tho hearing yesterday after- 
noon were Senator Dobyns, chairman, 
and Senators Smith, Van Auken, Hnz- 
en. Ersklne and Kinder. 


At least three members of the com- 


mittee Insisted, after the frlendstand 
opponents of tho bill had been heard, 
that they were ready to voto on It and 
that they would like to have It report- ' 
ed. One senator said that he would 
like to have the bill reported"~to put 
an end to any suggestion that there 
was an effort or purpose to have It 
held up. 


Divided Report Likely. 


A divided report will bo made on 


the bill In tho senate, although it wan 
not evident after the meeting yester- 
day afternoon whether a majority will 
favor or oppose It. The women repre- 
senting the legislative council pleaded 
eloquently and earnestly for a major- 
ity report that will give the bill a 
chance for a fair and general discus- 
sion on the floor of the senate. 


More than twenty-five well known 


women attended the meeting. All ex- 
cept Mrs. Lucius B. Swift were friends 
••;[ the bill. Among those who spoke 
".n- it were the Rev. Frank I... Love- 
!"nd, the Rev. John AV. Duncan, the 
Rev. .1. P. Woodson, Miss Julia Land- 
era, Miss Belle O'Hair, head of the 
Indianapolis Federation 
of School 


Teachers; Mrs, Julia Fried Walker, 
Senator Matson. Mrs. S. C. Stimson 
and W. E. Carpenter, of Brazil, presi- 
dent of the Indiana Dry Federation. 


Mrs. 
Swift 
was the 
only speaker 


against the bill. She was one of the 
nineteen Indianapolis 
women who 


signed an anti-suffrage protest. She 
said that she never Intended to sign a 
protest against giving a woman an op- 
portunity to render service to the na- 
tion. The threats against men who 
do not bow to this movement, she de- 
clared she'regarded as one of the most 
sinister signs of the times. 


.Sees No Demand. 


She related her personal experience 


as a teacher when she said she found 
that she did not need the vote in car- 
rying on her profession. She spoke of 
her experience in the office of her hus- 
band, where she said she came In 
contact with many women in legal 
transactions and she found there that 
she did not need the vote and that 
she did not hear from the women she 
met in a professional way a demand 
for suffrage.

Literacy Test Called Rad- 


ical Change in Policy 


and Unjustified. 


Washington,

30.—President 


WilBon yesterday vetoed tho Immi- 
gration bill passed recently by con- 
gress because of its literacy test pro- 
vision. 


H was tho second tlmo that Presi- 


dent Wllnon had vetoed an Immigra- 
tion bill because of tho literacy test, 
and for the sarno reason similar meas- 
ures "were given vetoes by Presidents 
Taft and Cleveland. 


The president's veto messago to tho 


house, in which the bill originated, 
follows: 


"I very much regret to return this 


bill without my signature. 


Literacy Test Radical. 


"In most of the provisions of the 


bill I should be very glad to concur, 
but I cannot rid myself of the con- 
viction that the literacy test consti- 
tute a radical change in the policy 
of the nation which is not Justified In 
principle. 


"It Is not a test of character, of 


quality or 
of personal 
fitness, but 


would operate in most cases merely 
as a penalty for lack of opportunity 
in the country whence the alien seek- 
ing admission came. The opportunity 
to gain an educaiton is in many cases 
one of the chief opportunities sought 
by the immigrant in coming to the 
United States and our experience in 
the past has not been that the illiter- 
ate immigrant is as such an undesir- 
able Immigrant. Tests of quality and 
of purpose cannot be objected to on 
principle, but 
tests of 
opportunity 


surely may be. 


"Moreover, even if this test might 


be equitably insisted on, one of the 
exceptions proposed to Its application 
involves a provision which might leac 
(o very delicate and hazardous diplo- 
matic situations. 


Exempts Persecuted. 
, "The bill exempts from the opera- 
tion of the literacy test 'all aliens who 
shall prove to the satisfaction of the 
proper immigration officer or to the 
secretary of labor that they are seek- 
ing admission to the United States to 
avoid religious persecution in the 
country of their last permanent resi- 
dence, whether such persecution be 
evidenced by overt acts or by laws or 
governmental regulations that discrim- 
inate against the alien or the race to 
which he belongs bncause of his re- 
ligious faith.' 
"Such a provision, so applied am 


administered, would oblige the officer 
concerned in effect to pass judgment 
upon the laws and practices of a for- 
eign government and declare that the> 
did or did net constitute religious 
persecution. 


"I dare say that these consequences 


were not in the minds of the pro- 
ponents of this provision, but the pro- 
vision separately and in itself renders 
It unwise for me to give my assent to 
this legislation in Its present form."

Charles A. Bookwalter announced his 
candidacy for the republican nomina- 
tion of mayor yesterday with the is- 
suance of a statement in which he de- 
clares that he will appeal directly to 
the voters and not to the machine for 
support. His certificate of candidacy 
was filed xvith the city clerk. 


Beginning today he will dex'ote all 


of his time to his campaign until the 
primary is held March G. He will 
establish headquarters before the end 
of the week in a grround-floor room in 
the down town district, and his friends 
say that he may be expected to con- 
duct his campaign with the vim and 
vigor which have characterized his 
past political activities. 


Secret Conference Charged. 


Mr. Bookwalter makes the direct 


charge in his statement that a certain 
coterie of Indianapolis 
republicans 


met in secret conference at French 
Lick and agreed not only upon who 
should be nominated in 1917 for the 
city offices of Indianapolis, but how 
the county office nominations should 
be apportioned in 191S and 1920. He 
charges, by inference, that Charles A. 
Jewett is to have this machine sup- 
port in his candidacy for mayor. 


"I have been visited by men who 


have told me that if I desired to be a 
candidate this time that. In the ver- 
nacular of the machine, they would 
"roll me." declares Mr. Bookwalter in 
his defiant statement. 


Mr. Bookwalter makes no mention 


of names at this time, but he says that 
In his speeches to be delivered in the

30.—Recently 


there was organized in this city the 
League of Oppressed Nations. There j 
are fourteen nations represented In 
the organization, one being Ireland. 
The principal ones are Finland. Po- 
land. Serbia and Belgium. 
Madam 


Aino Malmbergr, the well known Fin- 
nish novelist, has been talking for her 
country. 
Her talk is a spirited indict- 


ment of Russia. 
Madam Malmberp 


speaks from experience as well as ob- 
servation. 
She, with three other 


women of Helslngfore. were arrested 
by Russian officials and spent many 
days in jail. 


"Why was I arrested?" she ex- 


claimed. "I wish I knew. An appeal 
was made to Petrograd and a. prompt 
reply came that the arrests would be 
investigated. 
The investigation has 


continued for eight years, but the 
mystery is still unexplained. I was re- 
leased with one of the other women, 
but the other two are now in Siberia. 


"Fifty-two of the leading judges of 


our courts are in Siberia charged with 
nothing more serious than deciding 
cases according to the Finnish law. 
More than half the editors of Finnish 
newspapers are In Siberia and all 
freedom of press and speech has been 
killed by the censorship. 
But the 


greatest blow is the decree killing our 
educational system. 
The percentage 


of Illiteracy in Finland is less than 
2 per cent. But now Russia has de- 
creed that our language even must be 
replaced by the Russian language— 
this even In the primary grades. Our 
nationality is to be wiped out. 


"When the present war began Fin- 


land was in a condition of being tem- 
porarily let alone. We had suffered 
oppression but it had been somewhat 
abated. 
There were conferences aa 


to whether Finland should take any 
part in the war and immediately after 
the conferences an Imperial decree 
was issued from Petrograd sweeping 
away every vestige of liberty or po- 
litical autonomy Finland had enjoyed- 
And I will pause to say that In Fin- 
land we had women suffrage and pro- 
portional representation. 
It was a 


very democratic, a very representative 
government. 
Now there 1* Russian 


terrorism. 
"There are deportations from Fin- 


land. We hear a great protest about 
the deportations of Belgian*. Only a 
few days ago—I have sources of in- 
formation in spite of the censorship— 
the Russian officials went through the 
factories and offices In Hetalngfore 
picking out men at random. 
They 


box can—crowded a* cloM aa they 
box cars—crowds das close as they 
could stand, and taken somewhere— 
nobody knows where. 


"There are brutal killings of the 


men and women. Remember, the na- 
tion Is absolutely unarmed. Russian 
officials came and took «\'ery weapon 
and every cartridge when this oppres- 
sion first began several years ago. I 
was Informed that fifty women In my 
city had 
recently suffered 
violent 


deaf is at the hands of the Russian 
officials. I asked a friend who Is re- 
cently arrived from Finland and she 
says I must revise the number. 
It 


Is nearer five hundred. 


"I have a girl friend In Hellngsfore 


who was forcibly selzd on th street 
by officers from a Russian ship, bun- 
dled into a taxlcab and taken to th« 
ship. This girl was happily rescued. 
But another girl who was sitting on 
a park bench with Her fiance was 
dragged off and her mutilated body 
was found the following day. 
Her 


fiance was knocked on the head and 
is now In an insane asylum. 


"We hear In this country about the 


'birth of a new soul In Russia.' That 
Is a Joke. It Is pleasant for those 
whose sympathies are strongly with 
the allies to believe that even Russia 
with her black past is now a white 
soul burning for fre^uom. Do not be 
deceived. Russia is Russian and the 
stream of patriots to Siberia Is still 
unchecked. 


"Our 
little nations are 
helpless. 


We can do nothing for ourselves. That 
is why we are in the United States 
trying to tell our story—or lust a little 
part of our story, for the grewsome 
details cannot be told and the full 
story would be too long. But we hope

.losepha. has a furtner ill feeling 
against Empress Zlta. through her be- 
lief that this marriage had been en- 
gineered by a woman whom she dis- 
likes—Archduchess Maria Theresa, a 
sister of the Duke of Braganza, and 
widowed stepmother of the new em- 
peror.

or's cousin by marriage. 
Marie The- 


resa was the first woman of the land 
and this piqed Maria Josepha. 


Empress Zita was 5n an unpleasant 


position for the flrst three years after 
her marriage into the Hapsburg fam- 
ily, but disregards snubs and 
lives 


quietly and happily with her husband. 


Archduchess Valerie, the former 


emperor's fa.vored daughter, has lost 
the favor of the throne through his 
death and has cause for being jealous 
of Empress Zita's influence. 


Their one hope is finding a way to 


force themselves into the grace of 
Emperor Charles. He Is young, hand- 
some and might be captivated by the 
forced charms of his young and Inno- 
cent wife's opponents. 


The women are of high character 


and refinement, but are aware of their 
charms and use them, it is said, to 
win favor with the emperor. 


The empress Is only 24, while her 


rivals for Influence with her husband 
are older and more versed in court 
life.

was never his intention to become a 
great fun-maker. 


"Alt my early training was fox dram- 


xatic work," he said. "Had 1 followed my 
own desires I would have done serious 
parts." 


And now, having reached the pinnacle 


of success in comedy, he has determined 
to appear in a strong dramatic role. 


"I am going to surprise everybody 


with one, big. serious picturet" he stated. 
"I like Hal Caine's story, 'The Prodigal 
Son,' because it runs the gamut of hu- 
man emotion. If I can arrange for the 
rights, I shall put this novel on the 
screen before I sign my next comedy con- 
tract." 


Charlie Chaplin directs his own pic- 


tures and does not use manuscript. All 
the little effects that look so spontaneous 
on the screen have been carefully thought 
out and rehearsed again and again. He 
sometimes works for days on a scene 
only to sicken of it and throw it out of 
the picture.

"I am successful," lie said, "because I 


work hard and pay. attention to detail. 
I tliink of my work constantly. 


"I can't read a book, or have a con-

geles Athletic club, where he has a mag- 
nificent library of his own.

come of $13,500 a week. Of this $10,000 
is paid in salary and the rest is the 
amount of his bonus.

Ittle to the ordinary mind. Dr. Knrl Ilelferich, 
lecretary ot" the imperial treasui-y of Germany, 


has estimated that the war is costing all of 
the combatants combined $;:7r>.flOO,OUO a week, 
or Sll.nw.OOn.ooo a yenr. 
William Michaelis, 


also :L G.:-rmnn expert, estimated the combined 
cost at ?l5,nix>,00(l,OuO a. year. Even higher fis- 
ures have been Kiven by others. 


There will bft little to show for this money, 


except in American bank accounts and except 
for ruins in Europe, when the war is ended. 
The debts of the nations will have to be paid, 
and, no matter who wins and no matter what 
the indemnities n.re or who gets them, some 
one in Europe, will have tr. pay these debts. 
This will be done by taxation to a large extent, 
and it is the man of small means in Hungary, 
or tile man In Ilnmnnia whose home could not 
be found amid the shell holes even If in tho 
settlement of the war lie still held title, or it 
will lie tile family in Poland whose home was 
burned by the retreating Russians, who will 
have to meet the nation's obligations.

Austria will pay the Italian freight In the long 
run. but it will be the Austrian who heretofore 
hardly more than made a living who -will, when 
peace comes, eat less expensive food, wear 
poorer clothing, save more money to meet the 
taxation. 


If Austria turns the tables upon Italy, then 


It will be the Italian who must pay. 


American economists are awakening to tho 


fact that when the war is over there will be a 
great flood of immigration Into' the United 
States. The majority of men, women and cbll- 
dren who will start over again in America will- 
be those whose homes have been' destroyed, 
whose fortunes or livelihood have been wiped 
away, and who can see no future in the re- 
building of thn territories ruined and can see 
no future to them personally in helping re- 
plenish the depleted treasure boxes of their 
native lands. 


Many will not come because of their patriot- 


ism, if theystill have a country to -which they 
can be loyal. 
However, if Belgium Is not re- 


stored, if Rumania no longer exists. If Greece 
Is lost in the shuffle. If Serbia goes under a 
yoke that will be hated hy the people, rather 
than help meet the debts of what they still will 
consider tha enemy, hundreds of thousands will 
seek a solution in gaining the shores ot Amer- 
ica, 


Emigration probably will be discouraged and 


even prohibited by some of tho European na- 
tions. 
The British subjects will have their 


many colonies, and many of the allied emi- 
grants xvlll go to them instead of coming to the 
United States. To a vast majority, however, 
America has long been known as the land of 
milk and honey and of liberty. Relatives cama 
to the United States before tho war and sent 
more money hack home than the whole family 
could possibly earn In a year. When the de- 
pressing weight of meeting the levies comes 
these people are expected to turn their eyes 
toward th-5 lights of the Statue o£ Liberty.' 


That the United States needs these' Immi- 


grants is shown in the "want ad" sections of 
nearly 
every 
metropolitan daily newspaper. 


Where a few years ago small advertisements 
asked for two or three laborers, display adver- 
tisements are now being printed which almost 
beg for dozens, and offer attractive conditions. 
Here are two samples, picked at random from 
display advertisements in a Sunday edition. 


Ten girls to sew on collars. Steady 


work, good pay and good light. 


Men—To raise coal sides on new coal 


cars. Inside work. 


Girls—Girls wanted. Over 16 years 


old. To operate plain sewing machines 
on clothing. We will pay you $6 a 
week while learning. Steady employ- 
ment. 


We need girls—20 front makers, 15 


girls on collars, 26 girls on cuffs, 20 
sleeyemakers, 1 U. S. joiner. We have 
plenty of work and also will take girls 
to learn. We teach yon how to make 
money. 


The last advertisement was made by a St. 


Louis shirt manufacturer whose name Is known 
throughout the United States. A lead company 
is advertising for laborers, white and negro, 
with this inducement: 


Special bonus paid for steady work- 


ers. 


A quarry needs fifteen laborers on one ad 


and 25 cents an hour is offered with a special 
bonus for steady workers. 


Why is there a lack of unskilled workmen and 


women? There are several reasons given. One is 
that immigration has been the lowest for three 
years since 3899. Another reason Is that wages 
have increased In certain lines of work that 
drew upon the unskilled labor supply. 


For the last two years such demands have 


been made upon both state and private labor 
agencies that they have fallen behind with their 
orders. Most of the jobs that go begging for any 
great length of time come under the heads of 
railroad construction, river improvement or farm 
labor. Usually it means hard, heavy work, but 
the demand has been growing until It has ex- 
ceeded the supply. 


As early as 3915 A. B. Koenlg, proprietor of a 


labor agency in St. Louis, said that every man 
who applied for a job got it and that he could 
not supply the demands for farmhands. He said 
that In forty years of experience as a labor 
agent he never saw railroad labor so scarce, and 
that 'the same statement applied to public work, 
such as doing river revetment and shore protec- 
tion work. He declared the same conditions pro- 
railed In Kansas City, Chicago, St. Paul and 
other large cities, because he had tried In vain 
to import men. 


That was two years ago, and the conditions 


have gradually become worse—or, from the la- 
borer's viewpoint, better. Since that time labor, 
skilled and unskilled, although most of the Im- 
migrants are unskilled, has seen more advance 
in pay and more regulation of working hours 
than in history. 


The greatest leap for labor since the war 


started was in the twelve, months of 1916. One 
Illustration of this -was an increase in salary of 
$1.80 weekly to 5000 brewery workers In St. 
Louis. 


Recently W. O. McNaughton, manager of a 


labor agency In St. Louis, said that It was men, 
not openings, that he was looking for. "We have 
openings today for 500 men," he asserted. 


Two thousand, five hundred and forty-six per- 


sons were placed in employment by the Public 
Employment Bureau of New York alone in 1916, 
according to a report just made by that estab- 
lishment. 


Thero was a great falling off In immigration 


up to the beginning of last year, but in the last 
twelve months it has been increasing, according 
to this bureau. It showed that while four-fifths 
of its applicants were citizens, there were many 
Immigrants. Last October the Immigration was 
double that of any month since the war began, 
the heaviest being from England. The number 
of African negroes coming In is the highest In 
the last ten years. 


This report also said that employers are show- 


ing a tendency to give old men the places ot 
boys who run errands or watch outer offices. 
The economists encourage this, because :$kny of 
the boys will enter school, and at the same tlma 
work is provided for men too old for heavy la- 
bor. It enables the boys to come back to work 
better prepared because of more schooling. The 
old men arc found to be more reliable, mor« 
self-reliant and more thoughtful. 


Dr. Max Nordau, M. D., LL. D., officer of th« 


French Academy and a writer of note, declares 
that Europe's disaster Is America's opportunity. 
He says that conditions after the vvr In Buropa 
ends will become so uncomfortable that tha 
strong, the delicate and the proud will not bo 
willing to submit to them. He says they will en- 
deavor at all costs to escape the crushing bur- 
den of taxes, the poisoning of political life, the 
national hatred, the obstacles put in the way of 
traveling and of obstacles which will often b« 
carried to the point of hostile interdiction. 


Dr. Nordau predicts that capital, too, In Eu- 


rope will be threatened with spoliation and con- 
flscation by means of pitiless war taxes Imposed 
unon Incomes and wealth and that capital wlK 
seek security in America.

Doctors Revive a Chicago 


Child After Collapse 


During Operation. 


Chicago, Jan. 30.—Did science re- 


store tho life of littlo Elizabeth Kelsey 
after death's messenger had grasped 
it to depart? 
Science is modest It 


says It doesn't know. 


But by all the rules that medical 


men know, the form of the little girl 
on the operating table was lifeless for 
a period of at least a minute. 
And 


then by means ot artlliclal respiration 
and tho stimulation of tho heart, life 
evident breathed from death apparent. 


Heart Action Collnp$ce. 


Little Miss Kelsey is the 7-ycar-old 


daughter of Jamca C. Kelsey, vice 
president of tho Rogers Park National 
bank and also of the Telephony Pub- 
lishing company. 
Ho witnessed the 


short, sharp fight for his daughter's 
life. She was (riven an nncsthotlc for 
a minor operation on Friday in the 
Chicago Union hospital. 
During the 


operation, which was performed 
by 


Dr. Klmcr E. Vaushn, the heart action 
collapsed and the breathing stopped. 


Dr. Vaughan at once resorted to sev- 


eral methods In use for the restoration 
of pas and drowning victims and with- 
in a minute- was rewarded by a re- 
sponse of the heart. The heart was 
coaxed through a. doubtful period of 
about thirty-five minutes, at tho end of 
which its action became confident and 
artificial aid was no longer necessary. 
The litle girl Is out of danger now.

Vaughan. "The child not not dead— 
at least we do not call one dead whose 
heart action stops for such a short 
period."

sician restored the life of a boy whose 
heart had been dead for twenty min- 
utes.
